Judge Shipp, the gentleman selected 
to investigate the affairs of the Bank 
of Mecklenburg of Charlotte, which 
was lately compelled to suspend 
operations, publishes in the Observer 
of Thursday a full statement of the 
condition of the bank at the time of 
iis suspension, from which we offer- 
ed the following condensed account : 


Liabilities of the bank, less offsets, 
$209,179.19, ayailable assets exclusive 
of the amount due by Tate & Dewey, 
$29,429.29, mak iug a deficit of $179,- 
757.99; amount due by Tate & Dewey 
for money advanced to pay off their 
indebtedness, $104,( 36.24; money de- 
ited to the credit of J. F. Tate, 
., probably an offset to this claim, 
$33,000, leaving a balance due by 
Tate. & Dewey of $71,036.24. This 
item of $71,036.24 is not added to the 
available assets of the Bank, for the 
reason that a correct estimate cannot 
be formed at present of its value. 


To this Judge Shipp adds the fol- 
lowing statement to the creditors of 
the bank : 


Iam gratified that Iam able to 
present astatement of the ‘condition 
of the Bank of Mecklenburg. This 
statement has been gotten up by Me. 
A. G. Brenizer, Cashier of the Com- 
mercial National Bank and submit- 
ted to and approved by M. P. Pe- 
gram, Cashier of the First National 
Bank of Charlotte. It will be seen 
ata glance that it bas been a work of 
great labor and required time to per- 
fect. This accounts for any apparent 
delay. It is due to the creditors to say 
that there are debts due the Bank, 
which are put down as doubtful or 
insolvent, which may be comprom- 
ised or settled insuch way as to real- 
ize something for the creditors. The 
large claim against the old firm of 
Tate & Dewey is already in the 
hands of energetic lawyers and will 
be pressed with vigor. Upon the 
statement of facts submitted, ever 
intelligent man can make an esti- 
mate of the value of his claims. I 
can only say that at present I have 
not larger sources of information 
than other persons. Whena divi- 
dend can be declared, it is impossible 
at present condition of things to

When the rains were falling, the 
streams filling and the rivers over- 
flowing their banks and inundating 
the valleys, fears were general that 
such an unusual calamity would pro- 
duce most disastrous consequences 
upon the crops of the country. Men 
became gloomy and dispirited, and 
in business circles the result was to 
weaken still further the confidence 
of the people in the future. But it is 
reported that a certain old person- 
age is not as black as he is painted. 
And thisis true in relation to the 
effects of the rain upon the crops in 
the West and Northwest, They 
were injured; in some sections badly 
parse. But even when the loss of 
wheat from water is put at the largest 
possible figures, still the total yield 
of the country will be satisfactory. 
The National Agricultural Bu- 
in summing up all 
facts in its possession upon this 
subject in August, remarks there 
will be a loss, perhaps, to the country 
at large of ten percent,in the wheat 
crop, but there isevery promise of a 
heavy gain ia the corn crop. 
ducting all losses, the general yield 
of oats will be beyond an average 
crop, and of potatoes an excellent 
supply. When all the facts in rela- 
tion to the crops of the country are 
collected and considered it will be 
made abundantly apparent that we 
shall have a full supply of grain for 
use and exportation, and cotton and 
tobacco to supply all demands from 
abroad. This should satisfy all the 
people and make them understand 
that, even with all the destruction 
occasioned by the heavy rainfalls of 
the summer, the crops of the country 
will be of such a character as to add 
materially to the individual and gen- 
eral wealth of the nation.—/’Ailadel- 
phia Time s.
